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Claims 1-7 are pending in this application. 

Claims 1-7 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising a 
composition comprising (i) a first substance comprising one or more compounds such as sodium 
chloride, sodium bicarbonate, calcium lactate, and (ii) a second substance comprising one or more 
compounds such as hydroxyethylstarch, dextran, carboxymethylstarch, PVP. Applicant is 
required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species (i.e. one single specific compound 
or mixture of compound for (i) and the same for (ii)), even though this requirement is traversed.
